j is his distinction. 
He is the one man 
still liv ing who had a p art m drilling 
the world’s first oil well. 
Back In 18 59 Edwin L. Drake, an of­ 
fice clerk, soug ht a man to test his 
theory that p etroleum could 
he 
ob­ 
tained in larg e quantities by drilling 
into the earth, and William A. Smith. 
I father of “Sam,” of Tateiuum, Pa., 
a driller of salt wells, was selected to 
try the ex p eriment. 
‘‘Sam” was a lad of s i x t e e n y ears tit 
the time. 
He was on the scene, near 
here, when the first oil bubbled forth. 
Describing the historic achiev ement. 
Smith said the sp ot for locating the 
orig inal well was selected because at 
that p oint a p ool of surface p etroleum 
had collected for y ears. 
The Indians 
had scoop ed oil from the p uddle to 
mix p aint for facial and bodily deco­ 
rations. 
Later the white man had 
dip p ed it to lubricate the machinery 
in nearby sawmills. 
“ In sinking the first oil well, the ma­ 
chinery was op erated by a steam en­ 
g ine. hauled ov erland by hors-".« from I 
a distant railway station.” Smith said. < 
‘‘After the drill had been g oing a week j 
and had reached a dep th of 69 feet, 
father found oil foaming up in the 
p ip e and immediately stop p ed the drill. 
The tools were remov ed and a com­ 
mon p itcher p ump , such as usee on 
any family well, took the p lace of the 
drill. 
The outp ut at first was 14 bar­ 
rels daily . At first the p toduet broug ht 
$1 tt g allon.” 
Drake, a v isionary man with little 
concep tion of the v alue of money , died 
in p ov erty without ev er hav ing real­ 
ized on his g reat contribution.
